Steelworkers Driven by 
New Cost- Cutting’ Plan 


CHICAGO. — In its efforts to 
eash in maximum its on the 


current favorable steel market, 
the U. S. Steel Corporation was 
this week building up the grow- 
ing resentment of the workers in 
the South Works plant in South 
Chicago. 

Rumblings were mounting here 
against certain forms of speedu 

which have developed, as well

A billet dock worker explain- 
ed that “the main cry of the 
company these days. is, “Cut 
costs!'—and when you hear that, 
you know they're going to try 
to take it ot of your hide.”

ing higher _ of production, 
management. seeméd to be .con- 
centrating a4 "getting the most 
eicay out of smaller crews, 
ewer repairs, poorer materials,

the “measly incentive pay” plan 
in some departments. 


The MIP is based. on getting 
maximuny production and cutting 
costs in each department, with 
the supervisors vying.for the 
kind of record which will bring 
them a quarterly bonus. 

One griever, George Brick- 
hill, described the plan in the 
*following terms in an article in 
the United . Steelworkers. Local 
65 newspaper: 

“Some of the bosses have gone 
‘bonus nutty and have the wrong 
idea about earning the ‘bonus.’ 
Many of them will not spend 
money to buy new tools, equip- 
ment or material to do jobs with. 
Many department workmen are 
chasing all over the plant look- 
ing for materials and even steal- 
ing it from other departments.” 

OTHER union members re- 
ported how the MIP had result- 
ed in intensive speedup in their 
departments. 

It was pointed out that in 
some-- sections, like the open 


hearths, the plan's emphasis on 
cheaper material results in, less 
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production anit“ in lower. incen- 
tive earnings for the workers. 
One grievanceman, George 
Drake, reflected the growing dis- 
gust of the workers with the en- 
tire incentive system, which pays 
off less and less.

‘A GROWING STORM 


BY THE TIME THIS editorial is read, Washington 
officials will have sifted through reports on Tuesdays 
rally in New York City against the whitewash in 14-year- 
old” Emmett Louis Till murder case in Mississippi. For 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell, the Harlem Democrat, got 
an electric and tumultuous response when he called for a 
mass march on Washington from the four corners of the 
country to greet the opening of Congress in January with 
demands for action. 

Rep. Powell expressed the sentiment of the assembled 
20,000 workers in the garment district when he outlined 
the objectives of such a march: 

® Adeption of a resolution refusing seats to Missis- 
sippi Congressmen until that state ceased denying the vote 
to Negro citizens. 

* Passage of an anti-lynching bill. 

...® Vigorous action by the Department of Justice 
through $pecially-appointed agents, including Negroes, to 
be sent to Mississippi. 

It is significant that Rep. Powell's proposals were made 
at a mass meeting co-sponsored by District 65, CIO Retail, 
Wholesale and Department Store Union, the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Colored People and 
the Jewish Labor Committee. 


The objectives set by Tuesday's mass meeting deserve 
the support of the entire labor movement, and all Amer- 
‘icans, Negro and white, who can no longer remain com- 

placent in the face of the open rebellion against the U. S. 
Constitution which resulted in young Till’s brutal murder.

There are. some who excuse 
his line of. approach by point- 
ing to need for having an “in” 
with government leaders. Other 
_say, as A. Philip Randolph, pres- 
‘ident .of the. AFL Brotherhood 
of Sleeping Cars Porters, has 
said, “It is bad enough to be 
black without being red, too.” 
And it was Dr. Channing H. To- 
bias, NAACP board chairman 
who charged that the Mississip- 
pi lynchers deserved a, “Krem- 
lin medal.” And I have-heard 
Rep. Adam -C. Powell exhort 
audiences to fight for Negro 
rights in order to thwart the 
Communists, to give American 
leadership strength in its .“lead- 
ership’. in Asia and Africa.

ARE THE NEGRO PEOPLE 
clamoring for these gratuitous 
bows to a Big Business super- 
stition?

Now somebody. is not telling 
the truth. Barnett says - the 
NAACP < program ~ represents 
Moscow theory; an NAACP 
leader says the practice of Bar- 
nett’s theory deserves a “medal 
from the Kremlin.” So the anti- 
Communist’ statements of Ne- 
gro leaders do. not fit ‘reality; 
they arent ‘solicited by the 
masses of Negroes; they must be 
tailored to fit the ideas of those 
who. run the country. Is it to 
prove that the speaker is “safe?” 
Maybe. Ts it to keep oneself and 
one’s organization off Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell’s 
“subversive list.” Maybe. But 
does it get results? 


BROWNELL HAS - BRAG- 
GED about the way Negroes 
have spurned Communists; -he 
has praised Negro stoolpigeons;
